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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . The proposed drawing correction fled 3/5/04 are acceptable. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

3. Claims 1-4, 6, 7, 14-17 and 21-26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over applicants admitted prior art as discussed in the background of the 
invention as exemplified by figures 1 and 2 in view of Cunningham. 

The body of this rejection is incorporated herein from page 3 of the office action 
mailed 12/4/03. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 5, 8-13 and 18-20 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments filed 3/5/04 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicant argues that Cunningham is directed to a head arrangement that 
includes gaps and used for longitudinal recording not perpendicular as claimed. 
Examiner cannot find anywhere in the teaching of Cunningham that the head used is for 
longitudinal recording. Without such specific teaching, then one of ordinary skill would 
conclude that the head used could be for either longitudinal recording or perpendicular 
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recording. Also, heads that have gaps are known to be used for perpendicular 
recording as shown be the newly cited Jones, Jr. The claims do not set forth a 
perpendicular write head arrangement without a gap as argued.
